Arnold Gaffrey, previous insurance represen¬ 
tative for the city and present agent for Miner 
Harkness Insurance, told Sierra Madre City Coun- 
cilmen and assembled fire department representa¬ 
tives last Friday that the Volunteer Firemen In¬ 
surance Services will insure the local volunteer 
fire department. He said they are willing to cover 
for $1 million which also includes malpractice. 

“Recently,' we rated risks similar and the 
premium came out to $20,000 for SI million (worth 
of insurance coverage),” he said. 

City Attorney Charles Martin recommended 
immediate followup by City Administrator Jim 
Me Rea. 

Gaffrey told the group, “Sierra Madre was 
covered as of 2 p.m. today” which was Friday, 
Dec. 20. 


The City Council adjourned to Monday, Dec 
8:30 a.m. to continue insurance discussions 


Fire Chief Roger Keith led many of the local 
firemen in protesting the city’s self-insured program 
since, they believe, it does not totally cover the fire 
department and emergency medical technician pro¬ 
gram. 

They pulled both ambulances off the streets 
last week; however, as of .Saturday, following 
Gaffrey’s statement, the ambulances were in busi¬ 
ness once more. Several members of the I'MT 
program are passing around ambulance sets ice, 
continuing 24-hr. coverage.

p sadena City College planetarium recently and while 
g there, planetarium curator Pearson demonstrated 
I with the school’s solar system lasar machine the 
» path that Halley’s Comet travels as it nears the 

I earth. 

; 

Students also learned that Halley’s Comet is 
only one of many that are gravitationally attract¬ 
ed to the sun from far beyond our outer- 
' most planet. This region is known as the Oort 
Cloud, named after Dutch astronomer Jan Oort, 
who discovered its existence in 1950. Astronomers 
estimate that the cloud is a reservoir for about 2 
trillion comets. It is believed that the comets 
were formed between Uranus and Neptune, some 
500 billion years ago. 

Scientists believe that from time to time a 
star passes near the outer limit of our solar 
system and this causes some of the comets to 
accelerate out of the solar system, while others 
may be plunged closer to the sun’s gravitational 
pull. These comets, such as Halley’s, then form 
elliptical orbits through the solar system. As the 
comet orbits closer to the sun, it then becomes 
visible as it thaws, releasing ions and dust which 


reflect sunlight. It works on the same principle as 
the moon. The moon does not generate any of its 
own light, it merely reflects light from the sun. 

Students also learned how to make a simple 
calculating device which would compute the earth/ 
comet positions by the month. Halley’s trivia 
follows: 

Closest approach to earth: Nov. 27, 1985, 
57.6 million miles. 

Velocity: 33.8 miles per second. 

Closest to sun: Feb. 9, 1986, 87.8 million 
miles. 

l.ongest tail recorded: 150 degrees May 20, 
1910. 

Earliest recorded appearance: 240 B.C. 

Number of apparitions recorded from 240 B.C. 
to 1986 A.D.; 30 apparitions. 

Revolution around sun: 76.1 years. 

Rotation on axis: 53 hours in same direction 
as its orbital motion. 

Composition of comet: Ice (FJ20), methane 
(CH4), cyanide (HCN & CH3CN), ammonia (NH3), 
carbon monoxide and dioxide (CO and C02).

beautiful that many times 1 was moved to tears $900 just for this three-day segment ol the trip, 
by their quiet vulnerability. A sense of my own duty 1 was afraid we would not tind them because they 
in the preservation of the wildlife and the landscapes arc constantly on the move. 


Chilly 
nights can 
hike your 
gas bill 

Despite last month’s 
warm, summer-like 
days, there were also 
chilly nights — which 
could mean a jump in 
your next gas bill. South¬ 
ern California Gas Co. 
explained recently. 

“People forget from 
winter to winter what a 
big impact colder weath¬ 
er has on the amount of 
gas they use,” explained 
Marcia Secord, district 
manager for the local 


We had to wear heavy hiking boots, long 
sleeves and jeans as well as gloves, to protect 
ourselves from the stinging nettles and large army 
ants. This endangered species is now being protected 
by the government and a person is put to death 
for poaching and killing a gorilla. There is a market 
for gorilla hand ashtrays and for powder made 
from ground gorilla parts which .some men feel is 
an aphrodisiac or virility compound. 

Much of the country’s economy now looks to 
its wild animals for tourist money. There is still 
poaching and maiming, but there is more respect 
for the animals’ welfare now that so much ol the 
world is concerned with animal rights and more 
people are traveling to Africa. 

The gorillas were quiet and dignified. There was 
no chest beating and screaming as 1 had heard there 
might be. The guide had told us ahead of time 
not to stare into their eyes (they might think it 
was a challenge to them), stay lower than their 
heads and don’t make any sudden moves or loud 
noises. 1 wasn’t worried about being harmed by 
them, though the silverback male was a good 6 It. 
tall. 

One memorable part of this phase was that a 
female had just had a baby, which we had found 
evidence of on the trail. We watched her cuddle her 
still-wet infant, but to our horror, she started 
eating the tiny baby’s arm. It cried out at first as 
we watched, mesmerized and helpless to intervene, 
but soon it was quiet and limp. She held it gently 
but continued to chew its little arm. The other 
females gathered around her, shielding their own 
babies from the scetie. We knew there must be a 
natural reason for this behavior but it was hard

“If you Stop to think 
about it,” said Secord, 
“when it’s cool outside, 
it also cools down inside. 
If you go to sleep at 
night with the furnace or 
heater running, it takes 
a lot more gas to keep 
the house warm.” 

Secord said people can 
help keep their bills as 
low as possible by being 
aware of the cool weath¬ 
er. “Put an extra blan¬ 
ket on the bed. Wear a 
sweater inside your 
house when it’s cool out¬ 
side. Keep the drapes 
closed to hold in the 
heat. Turn the furnace 
or heater to 55 degrees 
— or lower — at night. 
Turn it off when every¬ 
one is out of the house.” 

People often think 
their gas meter is out of 
adjustment when they 
get their first winter bill, 
she explained. 

Gas company officials 
ask that customers stay 
on the line and their 
calls will be answered as 
soon as a service rep¬ 
resentative becomes 
available.

not to want to leap in and try to save the help¬ 
less creature. 

Also tiring but invigorating were the Tanzania 
and Kenya safaris. Land Rovers are not the most 
gentle modes of transportation and, of course, the 
roads are not necessarily groomed for tourists.

remained but its ivory or horn or head had been 
brutally removed. The question ol liow someone 
could kill an animal lor a trophy is still beyond 
my sensibilities. While there, I re-read Heminyway’s 
“Green Hills of Africa,” a book about his search 
for the ultimate in animal trophies. Needless to say, 
1 felt better about his short story, “ I he Snows of 
Kilimanjaro” W'hen I climbed pail way up that 
lovely mountain and recalled lleminjiway’s tieserip 
tion of it. 

Some special animals viewed were the relieulat- 
cd giraffe, the Grevy’s zebra, the long-necked ge- 
renuk (which often stands on its back legs and 
nibbles from acacia trees), the tiny dik dik and 
over l(X) species of beautifully colored hirtls. I wo 
books which proved invaluable were: “A field 
Guide to the Larger Mammals of Africa” by 
Dorst and Dandelot and “A field (luide to the 
Birds of East Africa” by Williams and Arlott. 

1 houghts of home and my material possessions 
took on a new dimension during the 10 day icnicd 
safari phase of the trip. One comes so close to 
being and seeing a part of it simple world ihiil the 
year and niitke of your car anil the newsness ol 
the rv and VC'K no longer seem like it reiil part 
of the meaning of life. Lite anintiils live itccoriliiig 
to iiislinct and one must shed some of the tiiippings 
of civilization to be a real part of it. 1 he experience 
was one of awe and it coiilil only be met w it It a 
silent sense of joy and, at times, leiir lor their 
survival. 

Another special feature of Alrica wiis the 
beauty of the people. Ihey wete hospitable, kind 
and concerned for out welfitre. I heir beiii ing wits 
regal and their clothing often exotic itnd itlive. I hey 
often asked us how we had learned iiboul them 
and ihey could not believe iliitl one of my child¬ 
hood dreams was to visit their country. I heir lood 
was fresh and healthy and usually nicely prepareil. 
Much of the area we visited in I iisi Attica wits 
agricultural, fhe vegetation wits veiy similiii to ihiil 
in Southern California, so I fell right ill home in 
that regard.

camera, eye glasses, etc. Many of them wore shoes 
with no stockings. That was the item they were 
most interested in trading with me. They offered 
jewels and sculptures for stockings even though I 
was wearing them at the time. 

Often times it was chilly and many of the 
people seemed underdressed and cold. One poignant 
scene I recall was a barefooted little schoolboy 
in Rwanda who begged us for a pen. He was 
very proud when he showed us a paper he had 
done at school. When I return to Africa, I will 
take pens and note pads and socks to give the 
children. 

Another moving experience was visiting a 
Maasai tribe The primitive mud and dung huts 
and the fact that their animals stay very close to 
them in their compounds (bomas), created a haven 
for Hies. In fact, the people do not even brush 
the flies off their faces; they are so used to them 
that their nerve endings do not react to the pre¬ 
sence of flies on their bodies. 

They drink a mixture of blood and milk, a 
practice which has perpetuated itself for many 
generations. They are becoming more modernized, 
however, as their children are now required to 
attend school and many of the adults are working 
away from the tribe. 

Two of our guides asked information about our 
schools because both were interested in sending their 
daughters to America to seek a better education 
and future. Everyone we met felt that the U.S. 
had so much to offer. It made the world seem

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Sierra Madre has a Florentine

Property off N. Michillinda Ave. in Sierra 
Madre that resembles an Italian villa was actually 
fashioned after a villa in Italy. It is part of Al- 
verno High School and imposing structure can be 
seen from Highland and Wilson, as well as glimpsed 
from Michillinda. 

It is called “the Villa” and was once owned by 
Dr. Barlow who lived with his wife in Sierra Madre 
many years ago. The villa was fashioned after a 
Florentine villa in Italy, one that wa designed by 
the famous artist, Michelangelo. 

The Barlows kept the Sierra Madre property as 
a vacation country home and with their three 
children, Walter Jarvis Jr., Catherine and Ella, 
visited often. In 1928, they had “Darina” torn 
down and they built the villa, making this their 
permanent home. 

They hired young Wallace Neff as architect. 
The villa was one of Neff’s earliest commissions. 
He was to go on to a career of over 50 years, 
designing many beautiful homes for the wealthy, 
most of whom lived in Pasadena. He became a 
favorite of the growing film colony in Hollywood 
and it was he who redesigned a hunting lodge 
into the famous Pickfair, home of Douglas Fair¬ 
banks and Mary Pickford. 

Neff was the grandson of Andrew McNally, 
the Chicago mapmaker of Rand McNally & Com¬ 


pany. McNally became an early settler and de¬ 
veloper here' and his 1887 home still stands at 
Santa Rosa and Mariposa in Altadena. His daugh¬ 
ter, Nannie, an early Rose Parade princess, mar¬ 
ried E. D. Neff on the steps of that home. Her 
father gave her La Mirada as a wedding present 
and Wallace was born on the La Mirada ranch 
in 1895. When the Neffs traveled abroad, young 
Wallace filled his sketchbooks with buildings, es¬ 
pecially those of the Mediterranean area and later 
he designed many homes in the Mediterranean 
style. 

Neff, however, was most proud of his “Air- 
form” bubble structures which were built as inex¬ 
pensive buildings for Third World housing, hos¬ 
pitals and food storage areas. For this he received 
world fame and accolades. A family home he built 
at 1097 S. Los Robles in Pasadena of this “bub¬ 
ble” construction, stands today but well hidden by 
landscaping to placate the neighbors. 

The Barlows called their home here “Villa del 
Sol d’Oro” or “Home of the Golden Son.” It is 
two stories and unlike Villa Collazzi, has an added 
tower to further enjoy the fabulous view. The main 
entrance, with beautiful ironwork, is on the west 
side. Beautiful ironwork is repeated in the spiral 
staircase in the entrance rotunda which led to a 
ballroom, four master bedrooms and baths, ser¬ 
vants’ quarters and a sewing room, all on the 
second floor. There was an electric elevator, as 



well. 

On the first floor, Irish rock-crystal chandeliers 
and wall sconces would cast a warm glow on 
mahogany walls. Floors in the rotunda, reception 
room and dining room are imported marble, but 
covered, when the Barlows were residents, with lux¬ 
urious carpets and furniture. 

Twin fireplaces in the reception room bear 
beautiful inscriptions taken from San Francisco’s 
Episcopal Grace Cathedral to welcome all visitors. 
The Barlows were Episcopalians. 

In the drawing room, the beams and ceiling 
have beautiful stencil art work done by a French 
artist. The same motif is repeated on the ceiling 
in the entrance to the powder room. Floors in the 
drawing room and Dr. Barlow’s library arc glazed 
antique tile, which is also used on the six out¬ 
side porticoes. 

The magnificent library has a high, stone man¬ 
tel over a spacious fireplace and hand-rubbed oak 
shelves that housed many volumes. Below the 
book cases on one wall are tin-lined draws to keep 
ice and liquid refreshment. 

There was a wine cellar and a specific place

planned for installation ol an organ. Unlike other 
Neff homes, an organ was never installed in the 
s ilia. 

Exterior walls were hollow tile Idled with in¬ 
sulation for comfort in summer and winter. But 
Mrs. Barlow had some problem explaining to the 
painters the shade ol brown she desired for the 
outside. In frustraiion, she toasted several pieces 
of bread, finally showing one to the painter. The 
color of ihc villa, one might say then, is the color 
of toast. 

Much attention was given to the grounds. The 
front of the home, which faces south, overlooks a 
sunken garden with rectangular pool bordered by 
stately Italian cypress trees and where rose trees 
were placed for color against a verdant back- 
cround. Many imported ornamental trees, as well as 
orange and avocado trees were planted. Other 
buildings were for servants with the groundkeeper’s 
home on the corner of the property at Grandview 
and Grove, fhere was a magnificent swimming 


pool (now gone), bath house, stables and tennis 
court. Peacocks roamed compatably with seven 
dogs. 

Dr. Barlow died in 1937 and Mrs. Barlow lived 
on into her 90s. In late 1941, she sold the villa 
to the Sisters of St. Francis for $28,000 and it 
became a novitiate. The second-floor rooms, in¬ 
cluding the ballroom, were made into dormitory 
rooms but little else has been changed. 

In 1960, Alverno High School was built. It 
takes its name from Mount Alvernia, the site of the 
monastary built in the 11th century by St. Francis. 
The .school has utilized the villa’s ground floor 
rooms for school activities and various functions. 

In 1979, the Sisters of St. Francis moved away 
and have been replaced by nuns of the Immaculate 
Heart order. 

The wonderful thing is that through the occu¬ 
pation by the Catholic nuns, this beautiful home, 
this modern counterpart of Michelangelo’s villa, has 
remained.

is willing to provide total insurance coverage and 
he requested to know the city’s assets. 

“The bottom line is, if the city goes belly 
up, they’ll go back to the fire department to get 
what they need (in case of a liability suit),’’ Keith 
contended. 

“It’s nice if the city verbalizes it (protection) 
but what we need is written commitment. We ask 
for the signatures of the City Council — re¬ 
assurance that we’ll be protected. Who’s going to 
pay the settlements? ... I have a family and 
assets. Several of us own our businesses . . . Are 
there enough assets within the city to back us up?’’ 

Mayor Charles Corp answered, “I’m willing to 
take action and have it backed up by a written 
motion — also our action written.’’ 

City Attorney Martin said he would be happy to 
co-sign the document. 

Martin and City Council members agreed that 
the city attorney would write the letter lo be signed 
by the City Council and City Administrator McRea. 

Gaffrey also told the firemen that their per¬ 
sonal auto policies would not be involved in any 
suits against the emergency medical technicians 
driving the ambulances. 

“Auto policies differ in many respects,” he 
informed them. He also told firemen, “You may 
have a belter ally to the council than an in¬ 
surance company.” 

Sierra Madre firemen have in their bylaws a 
statement making it mandatory for all firemen to 
carry automotive liability insurance. 

Gaffrey, a member of the Sierra Madre Search 
and Rescue Team, said, “We require that all 
members turn over all their assets. We control 
them in a blind trust. He was referring to Search 
and Rescue Team members. 

Don McIntyre, Pasadena city manager, told 
The News, “The main culprit is state laws that en¬ 
courages large awards. That discourages the in¬ 
surance industry.” 

Pasadena does not have commercial liability 
insurance and has joined a growing number of cities 
that are self-insured.

Me said, “When you operate a major facility 
and have as many stands in place as we do (in 
thi.s Tournament ol Roses season), exposure is large 
for a city of our size. We are still looking at the 
market and are hoping to get commercial insurance. 

City Attorney Martin reiterated statements 
from last week that 40 cities in California (10%) 
“are without insurance. The insurance crisis in Cali¬ 
fornia is of great concern to all cities in California.’’ 

The city is responsible for all employees, he 
said. “By law, the city must indemnify, must pay 
and defend everyone so long as he or she is acting 
in the scope of employment. We’re a solvent city 
with no cash problem.’’ He said he did not think 
it was likely that we may get caught in a high rate 
lawsuit. 

In response to “Who is an employee? Martin 
responded, “In my opinion, fire department mem¬ 
bers are employees since they apply for Work¬ 
men’s Comp. The fire department is part of a 
team. It makes no difference that they’re volun¬ 
teers. The difference is that we are not insured by 
commercial insurance and we’re at a higher risk . . . 
I don’t think there should be any panic.”
